P R E P A C E. 



The S4tli Kegiment was first raised by Eyre Coote iu the 
latter part of the year 1758, and was placed on the establish- 
ment and numbered the S4th on the ^5tb of December in that 
year* After five years' arduous service in ludia the Regiment 
was ordered to be disbanded, and the officers placed on Half 
Pay by Warrants, dated Wat Office, December 9th and 30th, 
1763.t 

On tbe 13th June, 1775, the Regiment was i-evived in 
I America by Lientenant-Colonel Allan McCIean, as the Royal 
[ Highland Emigrants, being principally recruited from Scotch 
• settlers in Nova Scotia, and the Regiment was dressed and 
equipped the same as the 42ud Highlanders. By letter, dated 
Whitehall, April Ist, 1779, the Regiment was placed on the 
establiabment and niiiiibered tbe S4th. J They rendered good 
seiTice during the war for upwards of eight years, being again 
lisbanded at the close of the war in 1783. 
Ten years later the Regiment was again revived by Lieu- 
[ tenant-Colonel Bernai-d, H.P. 86th Foot, who was autliorized 
by letter, dated War Office, November 2nd, 1793, to raise a 
Regiment of Foot, without any allowance of levy money, 
to be completed within three months. Tliis was duly accom- 
plished, and the newly-formed Regiment was inspected at York 
[ on the 23rd February, ] 794.g 

On the 12th March a Second Battalion was authorized to be 
I raised on the same terms as the first, and it was completed and

inspected at Hull on the 17tli October following ; but it was 
reduced, and incorporated in the First Battalion at the end of 
1795. A Second Battalion was again added by a letter, dated 
War Ofl&ce, May 6th, 1808 — the greater part of which was 
raised in Preston and Lancashire — and served in the Peninsula 
War from 1811 to 1815 ; but after the war it was reduced, and 
the remainder joined the First Battalion at Dover in 1818.* 

The present title of the new territorial Eegiment was first 
conferred on the 84th Eegiment upwards of seventy years ago, 
as the following letter will show : — 

" War Office, 2l8t January, 1809. 
" Sir, 

" I have the honour to acquaint you that His Majesty has been 

pleased to order that the 84th Regiment of Foot under your command 

shall in future assume and bear the name of * York and Lancaster ' in 

addition to its present numerical title.

" To Lieut-General Bernard, " James Pdlteney. 

" dec, dhc" 

On the reduction of the Second Battalion the following letter 

was issued : — 

" Horse Guards, llth February, 1818. 
"Su-, 

" I have the honour to acquaint you that as the 2nd Battahon of 
the 84th Regiment was employed in France and Spain, and bore a con- 
spicuous part in the Battle of the Nive, and received permission to wear 
on its colours and appointments the words * Peninsula ' and * Nive,* and 
as that Battalion has been reduced, and the men transferred to the Ist 
Battahon, His Royal Highness, in the name and on the behalf of His 
Majesty, has been pleased to approve of the 84th Regiment being per- 
mitted to bear on its colours and appointments, in addition to any other 
badges or devices which may have heretofore been granted to the Regiment, 
the words * Peninsula ' and * Nive,' in consequence of the distinguished 
service of the late 2nd Battalion in France and Spain, and at the Battle of 
the Nive on the 9th, 10th, and llth December, 1813.

In consequence of Sir George Naylor, Garter King of ArmSj 
ol)jecting to tbe Union Eose ou a pair of New Colours, the 
following authority was issued : — 
"Sir, "HoBSE GuARDB, 27th Nmember, 1820. 

" In refereuce to your letter of the and ult. and encloBweB, I 
have now the Gomiuander-in-Cliief's ooiiimaud to signify to you that, 
tinder the circumatauces therein stated, His Majesty has been pleased to 
approve of the 84th Regiment, which ia permitted to tear the name of 
York and Lancaster in addition to the numerical title, being furtlier 
allowed to assume aud bear the ' Union Eose ' as a Badge on its Colours.

While the 2nd Battalion was doing good service in the 
Peninsula, the lat Battalion was equally well employed in 
India, for which services they received the following letter of 
recognition ; — 

" Sir, " HoBSE GuAKDS, 20iA Deeember, 1S26. 

" I have the honour to acquaint you, by direction of the Com- 
mander in Chief, that His Majesty has been pleased to approve of the B4th 
Regiment hearing on its Colours and appointmeuts, ia addition to any other 
Bailges and Devices wliioh may have heretofore been granted to the fiegi- 
ment, the word ' India/ in commemoration of its services in that part of 
the world from the year 1786 to 1

^^Pout, and took part in all Jthe most important engagements 
during that most anxious and trying campaign, and hy General 
Order, No. 832, dated September, 1863, the word "Lucknow" 
was authorised to be borne on the Colours and appointments of 
I the Regiment, in commemoration of their services in restoring 
■'Order in Her Majesty's Indian Dominions and for the defence 
■and relief of Lucknow. By General Order, No. 32, dated 
Februaiy, 1883, they were authorised to bear the words "Egypt, 
11882," and "Tel-el-ICebir," on their Colours and appointments 
Hor their services in Egypt in 1882. 

The above brief outline of the formation of the Regiment and 
fjhe distinctions they have won must suffice here, a complete 
istory in detail being reserved for a future volume. 



To compile a complete Eull of the Officers of a Eegiment is 
no easy task, but one which involves long aud tedious research 
far out of all proportion to the results obtained ; it is perhaps 
owing to this fact that ao few works of this kind, even in an 
incomplete form, have been published. Some idea qf the mag- 
nitude of the undertaking may be gathered from the number of 
volumes which have to be consulted, aud when it is remembered 
that each of the oflcers has to be traced year by year, for tJie 
whole of his service, through almost every volume. The London 
Gazette from 1756 to 1884 consists of 373 volumes, and until 
1785 has no index; the Annual Army Lists from 1756 to 1868, 
when they were discontinued, comprise 113 volumes; and the 
Monthly Army List from 18U to 1884, 852 volumes; in all 
upwards of 1,300 volumes. In the Annual Lists there is no 
index previous to 1765, nor to Half Pay Officers until 1789. 
No notice is taken of casualties before 1811, and it is not until 
1880 that dates of deaths or resignations are given. Since the 
present Quarterly Army List was first published in 1880, a gi-eat 
improvement has taken place, and these volumes now leave 
little to be desired, all names and dates being given in full. 
Unfortunately there is a gap between 1868-1880 when no 
Official Annual Lists were published. 

In compiling this EoU no trouble has been spared to render 
it complete and reliable in every particular, the date of birth, 
death, and war services being given whenever it haa been pos- 
sible to ascertain these facta, an amount of detail which has 
never before been attempted in ahy similar publication. The 
services of every officer are also traced in any other Eflgiments 
in which he may have served before joining or after leaving the 
84th Eegiment, from first to last. The various ways of spelling 
the names of officers causes endless trouble, especially during 
the first sixty or seventy years. Formerly officers were often 
Gazetted and remained in the Army List for years without 
christian names or even initials, thereby rendering the task of 
identification almost impossible. In these cases recourse has 
been had to the original Pay Lists and Muster Rolls in the 
Public Record Office, but even then not always with success. 
The careless manner in which appointments were formerly 
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made may be gathered from tiie following announcement in 
the London Gaxette, dated War Office, January lOtb, 1767 : — 
"Whereas many mistakes and inconveniences have arisen from 
the want of an authentic publication of the Commissions 
granted to Officers iu Hia Majesty's Army, notice is hereby 
given, that the said Commissions shall, for the future be regu- 
larly published in the London Gazette." 

One striking fact is brought to light hy this Eoll — which is 
probably but a fair example of all others — viz., the great 
number of changes which take place by officers exchanging to or 
from other Regiments, so that out of 914 Officers contained in 
this Eoll only about 336 have served all their time iu the 
Battalion (not counting service in the Militia, Indian Staff 
Corps, in the ranks, or on Half Pay), the remaining 578 having 
served in from one to seven other Eegiments ! Of the twelve 
full Colonels, only three had any previous service in the Bat- 
talion on being appointed Colouel ; and only six officers have 
served all their time in the Battalion and risen from Ensign to 
Lieutenant-Colonel. 

In my endeavour to render this Roll not only complete, but 
correct, I have to thank several of the officers, both past aud 
present, for their assistance, but especially Lieutenant-General 
Thomas Lightfoot, C, B., and Major-General Frederick Hardy, for 
correcting and pointing out the errors in the proof sheets, which 
are almost inseparable from a work dealing with such a large 
number of names and dates as the present volume contains. I 
am also gi-eatly indebted to Major Arthur Herman Luck, and 

■ to Captain Andrew Richards Nug^e, for much valuable assistance. 
In conclusion, I would ask for indulgence for any mistakes which 
have been overlooked, and only hope that these pages, although 
they of necessity contain but an imperfect record of the various 
services of many distinguished officers, may prove both useful 
^^^ and interesting to all those who take a pride in the old

AlS it may be interesting to record how the Regiment 
obtained its present title, the following details will perhaps not 
be considered out of place. 

Early in March, 1881, a Report was presented to Parliament 
giving the proposed titles for the new Territorial Regiments^ 
from which it appeared that the 65th and 84th Regiments, were 
to be linked together and styled *' The Hallamshire Regiment." * 

The following Circular letter was at once issued to the 
officers of the Regiments concerned, by an officer of the (now) 
3rd Battalion, and although the time was short a large number 
of replies were received, showing an overwhelming majority in 
favour of retaining the old title of the 84th, or " York and Lan- 
caster " Regiment, not one vote being recorded for ** The Hallam- 
shire Begimentr 

MEMORANDUM. 



*'THE HALLAMSHIKE KEGIMENT." 

" The Committee on Territorial Regiments have suggested 
the above title for one of the new Territorial Regiments, to be 
composed of the present — 

" 65th (2nd Yorkshire, North Riding) Regiment, 
" 84th (York and Lancaster) Regiment, 
" 3rd West York Light Infantry Militia, 

Ditto ditto 2nd Battalion. 

"Since the standing Army was first established in 1660, by 
Charles II., no reforms on so large a scale and of so important 
a character have been attempted as the proposed organisation

involves, and all officers must feel that, while there la yet time, 
au effort should be made to obtain for our Regiments some more 
suitable designatiou than the one proposed. 

" It is moat desirable that some title should be adopted 
which will retain the association with the county to wliich 
they may justly claim to be entitled, ou the following 
grounds : — 

" 1, The 65th and 84th are both Yorkshire Regiments, and 
the 3rd West York Light Infantry is not only one of the oldest 
iu the kingdom, having been raised in 1759, but is also the 
senior of all Regiments of Infantry Militia. 

" 2. The 14th, on which the title of ' The Wast Yorkshire 
Regiment' has been conferred, is a Buekinghamabire Regiment, 
and the 4th West York Militia, which forma the 3rd and 4th 
Battaliona, is one of the junior Militia Regiments in the United 
Kingdom, having been raised in 1853. [The Militia Committee 
(Colonel Stanley's) in 1877 propoaed that the 65th, 84tb, and 
3id West York abould be styled the ' Royal West York.'] 

" 3. The 25tb King'a Own Borderers, which it is proposed to 
call the ' York Regiment,' is a Scotch Regiment, and has no 
connection with Yorkshire ; and the 5th West York Militia, 
which is to form the 3rd and 4th Battalions, was raised at the 
same period as the 4th West York. 

"4. Hallamahire is an ancient Saxon Manor, the name of 
which ia almost unknown oiit of Yorkshire ; it consists of a 
district around Sheffield, of which borough it forms part. It 
contains the townships of Upper and Nether Hallam, and at 
the census in 1B71 numbered about 34,000 inhabitants. 

" It will thus be seen that few Regiments have a stronger 
claim than ours to a county title, such as every other Regiment 
h£i3, with the' exception of a few which represent well-known 
cities, as London, Manchester, and Dublin. 

"Some suitable title for our Regiment could easily be 
found even without disturbing existing arraugemeuts of other 
Regiments, and which would at the same time identify the 
Regiment with the county, which the word ' Hall ams hire ' 
entirely fails to do.

" The title of ' Hallamahire' has for & long time been appro- 
priated by the 2nd West York Kifle Volunteer Corps, wliich is 
generally known as the ' Hallamshire Rifles.' 



" The following titles are anggested ; — 

" 1. The York and Lancaster Light Infantry. 
"2. The York and Lancaster Regiment. 
" 3. The York and Lancaster Eangera. 
" 4. The York Hangei-a. 



" The first alternative comprises more or less the present 
designation of all three Regiments, viz. r 65th, 84th, and 3rd 
West York Light Infantry. All the above three Regiments are 
equally interested in the future name of the Regiment in which 
they are to be more or less amalgamated. 

" In the second title proposed, the prefix ' Hallamshire ' is 
simply omitted, and the old title of the 64th retained. 

" With regard to the last of these titles it may be remarked 
that this title has been borne before. The 'York Rangers' 
were raised in 1803, were shortly after made the ' Royal York 
Rangers,' and were disbanded in 1819. There was also a 
Regiment of 'York Cbaaseura ' from 1814 to 1819. At the 
preaent time there is no Regiment bearing the title of ' Rangers,' 
although at the beginning of this century it waa a favourite 
title, and borne by aeveral corps ; but there is a Regiment of 
' Foresters,' and several ' Fusiliers,' ' Borderers,' and ' Light 
Infantry,' &c. 

" It is therefore hoped that all oflicera will join in the 
endeavour to obtain a more suitable name for their new 
Regiment. 

" With this object in view, officers are requested to sign 
the accompanying form, stating the title (or any other) wiiich 
they prefer, ao that the neceasary steps may be taken to lay the 
subject before the Secretary of State for War witliout delay. 
No liability or responsibility is incurred by signing this paper, 
which is issued for the sole purpose of obtaining the opinion of 
the majority of the officers of the Regiments concerned, and 
will be treated as strictly confidential."

Captain Coote went to Madras in 1754 with the 39th Foot, to 
which the motto " Primtis in India" was afterwards granted tvecauM 
it was the first regiment of the line that served in India, In 1756 
he served with the detachment of the 39th that formed part of 
the force with which Clive retrieved the fortunes of the British in 
Bengal. He also took part in most of the actions that preceded 
the Battle of Plassy, and he was one of the small minority that 
voted in favour of the advance that led to that buttle. He returned 
to England with the 39th, but he soon re-appeared on the scenes 
of his early services. 

In October, 1759, the 84th Regiment arrived in Madras, with 
Coote as Lieutenant-Colonel Commandant. His name is associated 
vith a long list of operations, moat of them successful — a list so 
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long that only a few of the most important can be mentioned, viz. : 
the Battle of Wandewash, on January a3nd, 1760 ; the Captures of 
Arcot on February 9th, of Villenore on July IStli, and of Pondi- 
cherry on January 15th, 1761. 

In 1779 Coot« went to Bengal aa Commander-in-Chief, but the 
next year hia EerviMS were required at Madraa where we had 
suffered some reverscfl, A seriea of victories, almoat as numerous 
as those which marked his firat comiiiaiid there, and far more 
important, signalised his campaigns of 1761 and 1762. Tlie most 
notable of these latter were the Battles of Porto Novo, PoUilore, 
Sholinghur, and Arnee. 

In September, 1783, he returned to Bengal. He was once more 
recalled to Madias in the beginning of the following year, but 
age, long service in India, anxiety, and the effects of much previous 
illne^^ at last overcame him, and be died on the 36th [or 28th] of 
April, 1783, two days after he bad landed.
